Aud besides the January gas bills are 
printed and the January work well under 
way. 
The decrease in price however will take 


effect during the stormiest and dullest 
month of the winter so the people will 
derive the benefit of the reduction. 


The directors of the gas company believe 
that the company in providing c;as at $1 
per thousand cubic feet, is giving it 9 cents 
per "thousand cubic feet cheaper than in 
Boston, because coal costs 85 cents per ton 
more for freightage here than when dumped 
a Boston. Accordingly gas is provided 
cheaper here than In any other New Eng- 
land city. 
The gaa company was incorpoiated in 


1843 with a capital of $500,000. The last 
report gave the figure of gas production at 
215,000,000 cubic feet per annum, with dis- 
;ributing mains 78 miles in length. 
THE SUN takes great pleasure in an- 


nouncing to its readers and the citizens of 
Lowell the action of the pas company 
directors.

question is an immense volume of official 
dispatches, a part of which has already 
(been published. 
i Under date of July 26, 1889, Minister 
Merrill gives confidential information of 
a plot of half-caste natives to depose 
Kalakua and proclaim Lilioukalani. 
This was afterwards developed into the 
abortive Wilcox revolution of the same 
year. 


Under date of Nov. 6, 1889, Secretary 


Blame transmitted to Minister Stevens 
the report of Admiral Kimberly on the 
uneasiness of the natives, 
dissatisfied 
with the new constitution, which had 
been wrung from Kalakua, and their fear 
of further uggression by the whites. Tha 
admiral recommends that a man-of-war 
be kept at Honolulu during the February 
elections.

March 8, 1803, in which he asks for in- 
structions m the event of another insur- 
rection by tho Wilson party, then threat- 
ening. The insertion reads: "No answer 
wastound to this dispatch." 


To Get ITuilcr the Eagle's Wine. 


In the dispatch of April 2, 1892, Minister 


Stevens said: "The annexation sentiment | 
is growing lapidly, and would curry all I 
before it, provided they could get .any en- 
couragement that the United States 
would take the islands as a territory." ' 
On Nov. 8, 1893, Minister Stevens reported 
to Secretary Foster that tha American 
party had won tho ascendancy atter a pro- 
longed struggle 


Under date oi March 24 Minister Stevens 


reports to Secretary Gresham on the 
efforts of the Japanese to secure control 
of the government. The correspondence 
Ironi Commissioner Blount, the substance 
of which has already been published, is 
also transmitted.

Under date of Nov. 6, 1893, Minister 
Willis reports his arrival and Nov. 11 h« 
transmits a confidential letter to Secretary 
Gresham. He expected to interview the 
queen and had assured the British corn- 


any attempt at assassination, I 
and the next Monday he woitld insist 
upon her coining to the legation. He re- 
ported that the town is in a state of ex- 
citement. His telegram of Nov. 16, which i 
called out the changed instructions in the 
state department, reads: "Views ot first

Willis Forbade Moto Violence. 


Under date of Nov. 18 Minister Willis 


reports that Mr, Damon, minister of 
finance, had called upon him and detailed 
rumors of trouble on the morrow, Kala- 
kua's birthday. "In view of these facts I 
thought it proper, in an informal way, to 
make public the fact that there would be 
no decisive action taken by our govern- 
ment for five weeks, or until I heard from 
Washington. I also thought it proper, 
wiih the private knowledge and consent 
of all factions, to say that mob violence 
would not be allowed during the in- 
terval " 


Many citizens and the representatives of 


foreign governments had called to,con- 
gratulate him on this step and its good 
effects. Secretary Gresham's letiter to the 
president, transmitting the correspond- 
ence, says he has endeavored to include 
all correspondence of a political character. 


The last inclosure of the correspond- 


ence is the letter from Minister Thurston 
to Secretary Gresham, dated Dec. 5. This 
•is a statement of the claims of the provi- 
sional government as against the argu- 
ments ot Secretary Gresham in his letter 
of. Oct. 18 to the president, 


Provisional Government Defended 


Mr. Thurston claims for the provisional 


government that it is a duly recognized 
and independent government. He denies 
that the provisional government had sub- 
mitted to the president the power to arbi- 
trate the case as between themselves/and 
Queen Liliotikalani. He complains that 
his government had received no notice 
that it was on trial for its life, and had 
tad no chance to bring witnesses! to refute 
those of Mr. Blount. 


He argues that the provisional govern- 
ment in its proclamation had fixed no 
termination for itself but annexation to 
the United States, and denies it can be 
said to terminate with the refusal of an- 
nexation. If United States representa- 
tives had exceeded their power in the 
islands, that confers no power on the 
United States government to again do the 
same. 'And if the ex-queen abdicated un- 
der the belief that the provisional govern- 
ment woulfl submit to the arbitration of 
the United States, that does not confer 
jurisdiction on the TTnited Statest without 
the consent of the provisional i govern- 
ment. 
In thus submitting the'Hawaiian corre- 


spondence to the house of representatives, 
'President Cleveland said: 
4 
/ 
'-"In compliance with a resolution ot the 


,hewse, I hereby transmit a resort, id*l» 


copies of the instructions given to Albect 
S. Willis, the representative of the United 
States, now in the Hawaiian Islands, and 
also the correspondence since March 4, 
1889, concerning the relations oi this gov- 
ernment to those islands. In making this 
communication I have withheld only a 
dispatch from the -former minister to 
Hawaii, No. 70, under date of Oct. 8, 18W2, 
and a dispatch from the present minister, 
No. 3, under date of Nov. 1C, 1893, because, 
in my opinion, the publieation of these 
two papers would be incompatible with 
tho public interests." 


The dispatch of Nov. 16,1893, is, without 
doubt, the detailed information of, the de- 
velopments which prompted JRIinister 
Willis' telegraphic dispatch on the same 
date to Secretary Gresham on which was 
based the order to suspend instructions: 
"I have no doubt congress willrfvery soon 
carefully consider this important p&blem 
»nd take proper action." 
x* 


Naval Correspondence. 


Secretary Herbert submits a mags of 


sorrospoudenee from naval officers, who 
bave been in command of the United 
States naval forces at Hawaii. It goes 
back to July, 1869, and is brought down 
, to Admiral Irvrin's brief confidential dis- 
patch of Dec. 4 to Mr. Herbert, tolling 
Itim that thu provisional government had 
1000 men under arms 


The most interesting feature of the oor- 


»espondenue is that which begins with tha 
report of Captain Wiltse, commander oi 
U. S. S Boston. His first letter is written 
nt Honolulu. 
It states that there is a large and grow- 
ing sentiment, particularly among tha 
planters, in favor of annexation to, tha 
United States, but Captain Wiltse says 
that he is informed that the leaders "Dtm't 
"think an opportune moment will arrive 
for some time'to come, however; every- 
thing seems to point toward an eventual re- 
quest for annexation." 


The bulk of Captain Wiltse's letters 
that time forward 
deal largely with 


political phases. On Nov. 1,1893, Captain 
Wiltae reported that the queen's persist- 
ent refusal and obstinacy to appoint a 
cabinet may precipitate a crisis. As late 
os Nov. 9, 1892, and Jan. 4, 1898, Captain 
Wiltse reports political affairs as very 
quiet. Then, on Jan 18, Captain Wiltse 
makes his report on the uprising and the 
landing of marines and sailors of the 
Boston under his command.
